FORMER PRESIDENT 
OF URUGUAY KILLS 
EDITOR WN DUEL 


Editorial Calling Jose Batlle 
| y Ordones “Champion of 
Fraud” Led to Clash Re- 
sulting Fatally.

-MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, April 3. 
—Political excitement prevails. in 
this city today.as a result of the 
death of Washington Beltran, editor 
'of the Newspaper El Pais, in a duel 
with former President Jose Battle y 
Ordones, yesterday. The National- 
ist party has called a meeting of its 
leaders and the Chamber of Depu- 
ties held a meeting last night, afs- 
| cussing the tragedy. 
After. the last elections in Uru- 


'guay, the Nationalists accuged the 
‘“‘Battleistes,”” the party headed by 
the former President, of frauds. This 
‘organization is a section of the Colo- 
'radist party, which is at present in 
| political control here, and Beltran’s 
|'newspaper, in an editorial discuss- 
ing the elections, called Battle the 
“champion of fraud.” It was this 
utterance that led to the fatal duel. 
Meet in Pouring Rain. 

The opponents met on a football 
field in the midst of a pouring rain- 
storm. Senator Lionet Aguirre and 
Deputy Francisco Larreta appeared 
as Beltran's seconds, while Deputies 
Ovidio Fernandez Rios and Francis- 
co Ghighiliani acted in a similar ca- 
pacity for Battle. Dr. Domingo Ve- 
racierto, secretary of the Chamber 
of Deputies, was master of ceremo- 
nies. The duelists waited for three 
hours, hoping the rain would cease, 
and at last Senor Veracierto notified 
them he would give them five min- 
utes in which to begin. Because of 
the rain the two men decided to 
keep on their hats, but Beltran 
changed his straw hat for a felt, so 
that both might be on even terms. 

Both Miss First Shots. 

Standing 25 paces apart, the duel- 
ists were given the word to fire, both 
| missing on the first exchange. Be- 
|fore Beltran could fire a second shot 
he was struck by a bullet from Bat- 
tle’s pistol and sank to the ground 
moertally wounded. He was shot in 
the breast and died soon afterward. 
The body was taken to the state 
headquarters of the National party, 
where it is lying in state. 

There is a law against duelling in 
Uruguay, but it.is understood that 


Beltran and Battle was that neither 
would prosecute the other in case of 
injury. Duels are infrequent in this 
country. :

POLES REFUSE AN ARMISTICE 
DURING PEACE NEGOTIATIONS 


Note to the Bolshevik Government 
Also Objects to Holding of 
Meeting in Esthonia. 

By the Associated Press. . 

WARSAW, April 3.—The Polish 
Government has rejected a counter- 
proposal by the Russian Soviet 
Government for an armistice along 
the entire battle front during the 
proposed peace negotations between 
Poland and Scviet Russia.

We have often wondered where the 
fellows who run the “Odd Items 
From Everywhere” columns get 
their stuff.

“Blankets are called blankets be- 
cause Thomas Blanket, who intro- 
duced woolens to England in 1348, 
invented and wove them.”
